Sheet-like rain has fallen 
daily since New Year’s Eve from 
Tigre province, in the north, to Arus- 
si, south of Addis Ababa, wiping out 
roads in many sections of the north. 

This means, in the opinion ot vet- 
eran foreign observers, that all-fight- 
ing must cease in the north and, pos- 
sibly, in the south. 

Already, the Ethiopians claim, Mus- 
solini’s- Italians have retreated from 
the Tembien mountain region north 
and west of Makale before deluges 
which forced them to fall back in 


‘order to maintain their communica- 


tions more easily. 


There even was a rumor yesterday 
that Makale itself had been retaken 
by the Ethiopian northern armies, but 
it was wholly unconfirmed. -

With hi a were Mrs. Hylan, a dargh- 
ter, Mrs. Virginia Sinnott, and the 
latter’s husband, John, who had been 
the former mayor's secretary. 

A democrat, Hylan first was elect- 
ed mayor of New York in 1917 and 
his. re-election for a second term saw 
the initiation of the since perénnial 
campaign—made ifamous by a later 
mayor, James J. Walker—to save the 
5-cent fare. 

Hylan was the traditional farmer 
boy who came to the city and made 
good. He was a native of Greene 
county, New York, coming downstate 
at the age of 19 with $3.50 in his 
pocket. 

When his feet fell on Manhattan's 
pavements his capital had shrunk to 
$1.50. He passed the state bar exami- 
nation and obtgined his first politi- 
cal appointment as a city magistrate.

Coast Guard Cutter Goes 
to Aid But Is Unable to 
Throw Rescue Lines to 
Freighter Because of 
High Wind and Seas. 


2 OTHER VESSELS

ASTORIA, Ore., Jan. 12.—(P)— 
Thirty-four  -men—the  intercoastal 
freighter Iowa's entire crew—appar- 
‘ently perished today when a vicious 
southeast hurricane dashed the 410- 
foot vessel onto treacherous Peacock 
spit. 

Mariners agreed no human being 
could have survived raging waters on 
the shoals north of thé Columbia 
river entrance, site of the vessel's 
grounding. 

Captain R. Stanley Patch, of the 
coast guard cutter Onondaga, and A. 
G. Siniluoto, North Head lighthouse 
keeper, said it appeared -impossible. 
any man aboard the States line 
freighter could have lived. 

The 3,564-ton vessel, smashed into 
wreckage from terrific pounding on 
the shoals, was one of several im- 

tile? as the storm howled off the 

Tegon coast. . 

The steam schooner Siskiyou limp- 
ed into port with water in her hold 
and a s her side. . 

To the sou nadian vessel Roch- 
élie damg her steering gear 15 
miles off € but made re- 
pairs and proceeded southward after 
losing part of her deck cargo. 

Two Atlantans Listed. 

Two Atlanta men were listed among 
the crew of the ill-fated ship. ‘They 
are Robert C. Parker, 3331 Piedmont 
avenue, and George Marr, 206 Haber- 
sham street. 

Originally the ship was mistaken 
for the Norwegian freighter Romu- 
lus. The merchant ship Lumberman 
stood by the Rochelie while repairs 
were made. 

The freighter Vinland also was re- 
ported to have lost deck cargo in the 
same area. 

Wreckage from the Iowa littered 
the coastline. Out in the pounding 
surf watchers could see floating bod- 
ies of men who died in the disaster. 

At 6 p. m., five mangled bodies had 
been reccvered. The raging waters 
prevented rescue boats from coming 
witain a mile of the wrecked ship, 
one of 90-odd vessels which have piled 
up on Peacock spit. 

The body of Marion J. Perich, 28, 
of Portland. ship's carpenter, was the 
first identified. é 

Captain Edgar Y. Yates, 69, veteran 
skipper of the States Steamship Com- 
pany, was master of the Iowa which 
erossed out of the Columbia river 
early today. . 

The southeast gale crashed down 
upon the craft and swept her north- 
ward from her course. A frantic dis- 
tress call was flashed. Then the 
wireless sent failed. When dawn 
came distress flags could be seen. 

Coast guard cutters and lifeboats 
made heroic efforts to reach the 
stricken vessel, but the great waves 
beat them back. The stack and the 
bridge of the I6wa went over the side 
and an hour later all that could be 
seen was the foremast and part of the 
forecastle. Three men appeared cling- 
ing to rigging and then were seen no 
more.

ment, 

Testimony last week showed Mor- 
gan was highly regarded in British 
war councils. Details of his confer- 
ence with Wilson, the wartime presi- 
dent, awaited next week’s hearings. 

It is Chairman Nye’s contention 
that the evidence being unfolded shows 
modifications in the Wilson neutralit 
policy so timed as to coincide wit 
rising crises in the business of keep- 
ing Europe’s belligerents supplied with 
war materials, and that the result 
was American participation. in the 
war. ' 

The Morgans have hotly denied any 
such implication. They hold that it

PLAN MORE FOOD CROPS. 


Notice that the Georgia Vege- 
table Growers’ Association will hold 
its annual meeting January 15 re- 
calls that this organization received 
its official start last February in 
Macon, when, after several months 
ot preliminary work, some 300 vege- 
table growers met in that city, 
elected officers, appointed commit- 
tees and began organizing county 
associations to be affiliated under 


the stipulations of the state body.’ 


R. F. Sams Jr., of Clarkston, 
president of the association, who 
was the mainspring of the move- 
ment to organize the vegetable, 
fruit and berry growers, has an- 
nounced that there are now 21 local 
associations in counties; two state- 
wide and two regional meetings 
have been held; a daily broadcast 
of market reports has been placed 
on the air; a full-time secretary has 
been placed in the field to work 
with local- organizations; several 
large research projects have been 
undertaken, and practical and help- 
ful information on growing and 
marketing vegetables, fruits and 
berries, and developing new crops 
is being disseminated to 2,200 
leadiig growers monthly. 

The splendid work that is being 
accomplished by this association was 
reflected in the reports of many 
Georgia ¢ounty farm agents and 
home demonstrators in the enu- 
meration of the many food crops 
that were grown by farmers last 
year, the revenue received for these 
products and the amounts of fruits, 
vegetables and berries that were 
canned and preserved by. farm 
women for winter and early spring 
consumption. 

The “live-at-home” plan, which 
has received such great impetus 
during the past few years, fits per- 
fectly with the program of the 
Vegetable Growers’ Association. The 
former ali-cotton farmer is learning 
to grow food and feed crops, and 
to grade and pack his surplus so 
that it can compete on an even 
plane with imported products from 
states which for many years have 
had almost a monopoly of the trade 
in Georgia. 

Considering the progress made 
by the new association in its first 
year of existence, it is only reason- 
able to believe that still greater 
strides will be made during the 
present year. There will be wide- 
spread interest, therefore, in the 
ambitious program announced by 
the associations for 1936. 


The chief objectives will be: To 
secure a State law requiring licens- 
ing and regulation of the wholesale 
itinerant peddler; investigate freight 
rates and _ shipping\ conditions; 
sponsor the construction of proc- 
essing plants for vegetables; pro- 
mote a state-wide program of in- 
sect control; promote the use of 
certified seed; seek new specialty 
crops; continue to disseminate in- 
formatian that will aid growers; 
carry on a program of research and 
publicity to show the health-giving 
values of vegetables, fruits and 
berries; sponsor vegetables . and 
gardening projects by 4-H boys and 
girls. 

Investigation has disclosed that 
Georgia soils possess nearly five 
times as much of the important 
minerals, such as iodine, copper, 
iron and manganese, as the land of 
states from which much of our im- 
ported foods come.

MEASURING STARS 


Announcement is. made that Dr. 
Francis G. Peasé, astronomer of the 
Carnegie Institutidn’s Mount Wil- 
son observatory, has obtained by 
direct measurement the diameter 
of a star that is 2,160,000,000,000,- 
000 miles distant from the earth. 
This star, Epsilon Pegasus, he states 
is 86,000,000 miles in diameter 
and 100 times the size of our gyn. 

Dr. Pease states that “stars are 
so remote that, enormous though 
many of them are, they are seen 
only as points of light even with 
the most powerful telescope. 
deed, there is not a star in the 
Skies that appears larger than 
would the head of a pin if it were 
viewed from a distance of six 
miles.” ° 

Dr. Pease has measured the di- 
ameters of eight stars, and in his 
latest work found Gamma Aquilae to 
be 50 times as large as the sun, and 
a recheck on Antares, a _ star 
slightly nearer the earth, placed its 
diameter at 233 times that of the 
sun. -

tronomers can label these mere 
dots in the sky when found, and 
later on pick them out for further 
study with unerring precision, 

Astronomical research has defi- 
nitely established the fact that our 
sun and the planets which revolve 
about it dre just a part of a still 
greater universe—all of which is 
whirling through space at a prodi- 
gous rate of speed on a schedule 
that does not deviate.

HEALTH TALKS

cians regarded man as a sort of one 
hoss shay and thought his life de- 
pended mainly on the quality of the 
material used for building him. 
quote from the doctors’ Bible (Osler’s 
Practice of Medicine) : 

Longevity is a vascular question, 
which has been well expressed in 
the axiom that,“a man is as old as 
his arteries.” Toa majority of men 
death comes primarily or secondarily 
through this portal. The onset of 
what may be called physiological 
arteriosclerosis depends, in the first 
place, upon the quality of arterial 
tissue (vital rubber) which the in- 
dividual has inherited, and secondly 
upon the amount of wear and tear 
to which he has subjected it. That 
the former plays a most important 
role is shown in the case in which 
arteriosclerosis sets in early in ife 
in individuals,in whom none of the 
recognized etiological factors (causes 
to you, children) can be found. 
Thus, for instance, a man of 2S 
may have the arteries of @ man of 
60, and a. man of 40 may present 
vessels as much degenerated as they 
should, be at 80. Entire families 
sometimes show this tendency to 
early arteriosclerosis—a tendency 
not to be explained in any other way 
than that in the makeup of the ma- 
chine bad material was used for the 
tubing. More commonly the arteri- 
ne ae results from the bad use 
rr) v s. 


The allusions to “wear and tear” 
and “bad use” suggest such vague or 
questionable causes as “overwork,” 
“strenuous life,” “large business re- 
“high tension.” 
They are pleasant sounding terms to 
cover such real causes as alcoholism. 
tobaccoism, syphilis, overeating, chron- 
ic lead poisoning. After all, medicine 
_ advanced appreciably since Osler’s 
time. 

In a classical work on “P osis 
published in 1916, Dr. Henry Els- 
ner presented a scholarly analysis 
of arteriosclerosis which I deem the 
best text on the subject in the medi- 
eal literature. Reading Elsner, as ev- 
ery young doctor should, one feels that 
here is wisdom, and it dispels the 
bad taste left in one’s mouth by the 
steady diet of bla-bla in most of the 
half-baked medica! literature of to- 
day. Dr. Elsner considered the cause 
of arteriosclerosis under these heads.

d| Tobacco, 8 Infection, 9 Occupation. 


10 Overeating, 11 Mechanical strain, 
12 Chemical and Toxic factors (dia- 
betes, malnutrition or malassimilation 
and gout), and finally (well, we need 
not number this one) Hypertension 
(high blood pressure). In a booklet 
in the Little ns series, “Building 
Vitality” I have digested some of Dr. 
Elsner’s teachings for the lay reader, 
but the booklet sets you back a dime 
and a_ three-cent-stamped aay ma 
bearing your address, so no dou 
there are many things you'll never 
know about arteriosclerosis. 
ence to hypertension Dr. Elsner said: 
“There is a considerable period of 
hypertension which precedes pro- 
found changes of an organic nature 
in the arterial tree, which however, 
in the majority of cases is not recog- 
nized, because of a natural tolerance 
and the almost immediate ccmpen- 
sation.” 

That probably doesn’t mean much 
to a layman. But it implies, you 
should understand, that moderate ele- 
vation of blood pressure is not neces- 
sarily harmful but very often rather 
beneficial. So don’t get excited and 
run your blood pressure up thinking 
about this, unless the hypertension is 
desirable to compensate for some fault 
in’ your circulation. 

Dr. Elsner regarded arteriosclerosis 
as a progressive nutritional disturb- 
ance of the arterial wall, which be- 
gins in the intima or delicate lining 
of the vessel and is p by hy. 
rtension. Under the heading of 
emical and Toxic factors he quoted 
Brucé: “. . . in these cases there is 
malnutrition ... tissues are starved. 
Today we begin to suspect that 
shortage of vitamins in the ordinary 
diet may have something to do with it

LONDON, Jan. 12.—(#)—A Japa- 
nese spokesman tonight indicated his 
delegation’s belief that the internation- 
al naval conference, despite a highly 
uncertain outlook, will .continue at 
least temporarily. 

The hint was dropped following the 
receipt by the delegation of the Japa- 
nese government’s instructions from 
Tokyo, which were not made public 
here. 

No one in the delegation would ¢on- 
firm earlier Tokyo press dispatches 
which said government officials had 
decided to instruct the delegates to 
try conciliation before they walk out. 

The Japanese, the Tokyo dispatches 
added, were to be told to avoid a di- 
rect vote on their demand for parity 
with the United States and Great 
Britain and to continue discussions 
with other delegations.

THE WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, D. C.—(By Mail)—Last night 
the judicial reception took place and as some of my family would say, 
there could not have been a more appropriate time! The twinkle in the 
eyes of Chief Justice Hughes as-he approached, showed that he appre- 
ciated it as well as we did. 

We had four English guests for dinner. On the night of an official 
reception we dine early so that everything may be in order before the 
people begin to arrive at 9. 

After dinner we go upstairs to talk, and last night my husband went 
into his study to work. I asked if | might bring in my guests to see the 
ceremony of the flags, which | thought would be of interest to our 
friends, and so at 8:40 we all joined the President.

The cabinet remains in the red room to greet the guests after they 
have gone past the President, but as it was*a judicial-reception, the 
Attorney and Mrs. Cummings hurried into the green room so they could 
come through the receiving line immediately after the justices.

U.S. G. A. Rules Amateur 
Golfers Shall Strictly. 
Limit Publications. 


By Bob Cavagnaro. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—(4)—lLaew- 
son Little’s literary labors’ will be 
sharply limited by the United States 
Golf Association so as to prohibit 
him and other amateurs from writing 
articles of an instructional nature, 
John G. Jackson, new president of 
the association, told the Associated 
Press today. 

The two-time American and British 
amateur champion last fall took over 
a syndicated ory age column pre- 
viously conducted by the redoubtable 
Bob Jones. His first article passed 
along a tip to the effect that a sure 
way of improving a swing is to stop 
or pause at the top of the backswing. 
Some of his subsequent instalments 
have savored of the instructional type, 
too, Jackson said. 

NO OBJECTION. 

Jackson asserted there is no objec- 
tion to an amateur golfer writing 
about personalities or experiences in 
the sport. Actually, he added, there 
is no’ regulation specifically forbidding 
articles of an instructional nature. 

The U. 8. G. A. by-laws defines as 
an amateur “one, who, after attain- 
ing the age of 16 years, has not (1) 
carried clubs for hire; and who, after 
attaining the age of 16 years, has not 
(2) received any consideration, either 
directly or indirectly, for playing or 
for teaching the game, or for playing, 
in a match or tournament; (3) be- 
cause of his skill as a golfer, received 
after the 31st of December, 1922, a 
salary or remuneration, either direct- 
ly or indirectly from any firm deal- 
ing in goods relating to the playing 
of the game; and (4) player for a 
money prize in any competition. 

Interpretation. 

During the year Jackson plans to 
include in the definition of an ama- 
teur a clearcut interpretation with 
regard to writing articles, hanging 
the amendment on Clause No. 2 with 
respect to playing or teaching the 
game for compensation.

Rep. Ludlow Says Oceanic 


Operations Almost in 
Immediate Future. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—4)— 
Representative Ludlow; democrat, In- 
diana, forecast today that money for 
establishing trans-Atlantic air mail 
service may be included by congress 
in one of the deficiency appropriation 
bills this session. 

Chairman of a subcommittee which 
has just concluded hearings on the 
treasury-postoffice appropriation bill, 
Ludlow described inauguration of air 
mail operations between America and 
Europe as “almost in the immediate 
picture.” 

“While no cost estimates were sup- 
plied, he said, the question was Jlis- 
cussed at length during the hearings 
and postoffice department officials dis- 
closed they had reached the point of 
considering the types of planes to be 


uséd. 

Ludlow added that these officials 
apparently leaned toward a southern 
route by way of Bermuda and the 
Azores because of a likelihoot& that 
it would offer better weather and me- 
teorological conditions than the north- 
ern pasasge once surveyed by Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

“No funds will be provided in the 
‘treasury-postoffice bill,” Ludlow said, 
“but I believe they may be included 
in one of the deficiency measures that 
will come along later. The service 
is getting near the jumping =§ off 
place.” 

Spokesmen for Canada, Ireland and 
Great Britain recently conferred here 
on the trans-Atlantic service, and the 
State Department announced trial 
flights would begin this summer and 
regular schedules the following year.

Committee Promises Serious 
Steps To Promote System 
Among Craft Unionists. |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—())— 
The American Federation of Labor’s 
belligerent industrial unionists warned 
their craft union brethren today that 
there would he another rou this 
week in their battle over how mass 
oo ts workers should be organ- 


In a letter.to William Green, fed- 
eration president, the committee for 
industrial organization said it would 
demand “serious and immediate steps” 
to promote organization of auto, steel, 
rubber and radio workers along in- 
dustrial lines when the A. F. of L. 
executive council assembles Wednes- 
day in Miami, Fla. 

‘In urging favorable gonsideration 
of the requests for organization that 
come from the workers in mass pro- 
production industries, we would also 
warn of the serious consequences 
which may result if the council does 
not remove the present barriers to 
organization’ of these workers in the 
type of unions which they desire and 
which fit their needs,” said the let- 
ter, signed by John Bréphy, commit- 
tee director. 

David Dubinsky, president of the 
Ladies’ Garment Workers, will be the 
only committee member at the coun- 
cil meeting. John WL. Lewis, presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers and 
chairman of the committee, resigned 
from the council last fall because, he 
said.,he was “tired of looking out the 
window” at its meetings. 

Although the industrial unionists 
polled 10,000 of the 28,000 votes cast 
on the industrial union issue at the 
Atlantic City convention last, fall, 
they are outnumbered, 16 to 1, on 
the council. 

Vigorous organization campaigns 
plus adoption of the industria] form 
of organization for autos, steel. rub- 
ber and radios, the letter said, would 
wipe out rival unions in those in- 
dustries.
